1 . This is in response to applicant's amendment filed July 6, 2004. in which claims - 
3,5-8,16-18 are canceled and claims 4, 9-15 and 19-20 are pending. 



2. After a further search and thorough examination of the preset application, claims 
4,9-15 and 19-20 are found in condition for allowance. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
Love et al (6,058,107) teaches the mobile station determines whether the signal frame 
was accurately received and sets a metric bit in a quality metric. The metric bit indicates 
whether the signal received was correctly by the mobile station and update power 
control based on the quality metric (abstract). 

On the other hand, the preset application specifically teaches a second data rate 
selector coupled to the second channel condition indicia measurer to receive the 
second channel-condition indicia value, the second data rate selector for selecting a 
second data rate at which to communicate subsequent second selected MAC channel 
data upon the MAC channel and for forming a second data rate selection value, 
responsive to selection made thereat, an indication of the second data rate selection 
value, when returned t the network station . used to select the power level at which to 
communicate the subsequent second selected MAC channel data to the second 
selected mobile station. These limitations, in conjunction with all limitations of the 
independent claims, have not been disclosed, taught , or made obvious over the prior 
art of record
